Fire Started in Rear. 


The plant is of brick construction, 


two stories in height, with a frame 
addition in the rear. The watchman 
was busy thawing out the pipes in 
the rear of. the main building. The 
fire from the waste he was using 
communicated to the wood work and 
spread to the 
frame addition and 


then shot up to 
the second floor of 


the building which was entirely gut- 
ted.

During Winter Season It Should B* 


Kept Fully Charged to Stind 


Low Temperjiturt. 


The storage battery should be kept 


fully chargod during the winter, ac- 
cording to E. V. Collins, Instructor in 
stenarand gas engineering In the n_crl- 
cultur.il college. 


"The charged battery." said Mr. Coi- 


l!ns, "will stand very low temperaturos 
while n discharged battery will 
at 20 decrees above zoro, Frpozlns wi" 
burst Jars, and as a result the battery 
must be rebuilt 


"In cold weather the starting batt<r> 


is especially likely to become dis- 
charged. 
The engine Is difficult to 


crank because the oil ia cold. It must 
also be cranked longer each time It is 
started because the gasoline does not 
vaporize readily In cold weather. Lone 
trips are few and the charging periods 
are shorter. The lights which arc 
needed earlier in the eveni«f help in 
discharging the battery. 


"The battery should be tested -with 


a hydrometer at 
intervals of two 


ive«ks or less. If It is found to be dis- 
charged, it should be charged as soon 
ns possible either by driving the car 
or from nn outside sonrw. 


"The conditions under which cars 


operate vary, and there are so many 
starting systems, that no set roles can 
be given for the care of the storage 
battery. H the starter turns the en- 
gine with difficulty, the motor should 
he cranked by band when turting nn 
» cold morning. The engine may he 
made to start more easily by priming 
It through the priming cups or by pull-, 
ing the choker when it Is stopped. The 


i lights should be turned on only when 
necessary and In many cases the diin» 
mers may be used to save th« current."
